McGraw-Hill Encyclopedia of Science and 
Technology; An International Reference 
Work. . . . [William H. Crouse, editor- 
in-chief]. 15v. New York, McGraw-Hill 
Book Co., Inc., [c1960] illus. maps. 23cm.

This set is the first modern, multivol- 
ume encyclopedia aimed at authoritative, 
comprehensive coverage of the physical, 
natural, and applied sciences. To supple- 
ment the 14 volumes (plus index volume), 
the McGraw-Hill Yearbook of Science 
and Technology is planned, to appear 
early in 1962; price is not yet known, but 
encyclopedia owners will be able to pur- 
chase it at a discount. The basic stated 
purpose of the work is “To provide the 
widest possible range of articles that will 
be understandable and useful to any per- 
son of modest technical training who 
wants to obtain information outside his 
particular field of specialization.” The 
level of writing is claimed to be “within 
the comprehension of the college under- 
graduate in science or engineering, or of 
the especially interested high school stu- 
dent.” It is also intended to “serve any 
person of general education, any intelli- 
gent layman, who is seriously trying to 
understand what goes on in the new sci- 
ence oriented world in which he lives, . . .” 

The editorial staff is headed by William 
H. Crouse, a graduate engineer whose 
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background includes industrial experience 
and nearly 20 years of technical writing 
and editing, much of it with the present 
publisher. Of 12 staff editors listed, 3 are 
readily identifiable scientists with aca- 
demic and government careers behind 
them. The seven-member editorial advi- 
sory board includes men of such recog- 
nized stature as Dr. Detlev Bronk, presi- 
dent of The Rockefeller Institute and The 
National Academy of Sciences, and Dr. 
George Harrison, dean of the School of 
Science, Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. This group assisted in the for- 
mulation of editorial plans and policies and 
in the selection of the 64 consulting edi- 
tors who are notable for the high reputa- 
tion possessed by a great proportion of 
them. Most are affiliated with academic 
institutions, while some are in industrial, 
editorial, and governmental positions. The 
general area of topical responsibility of 
each consultant is cited with his affiliation. 
The more than 2,000 contributors are 
listed in the index volume, with affiliations 
and titles of articles they wrote for the 
encyclopedia. Recognized authorities in 


every field are plentiful, many writing on 


subjects for which they have received ac- 
claim (Hans Bethe on theoretical physics; 
Harry Olson on magnetic recording). All 
articles are initialled, and a separate key 
to initials accompanies the contributors’ 
list in the index volume. 

A one-page Suggestions to the Readers 
appears at the front of each volume and 
explains the plan of the encyclopedia. 
“The subject matter of the various dis- 
ciplines or branches of science and tech- 
nology is organized systematically: a gen- 
eral article provides a broad survey of the 
field, and a number of separate articles, 
alphabetically arranged, cover its main 
subdivisions and more specific aspects.” 

Nearly all articles have at the end one 
or more see references to other related 
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topics; for longer articles, cross references 
appear at the end of each section. The 
final volume of the set contains an analyt- 
ical subject index. Suggestions to the 
Readers explains the word-by-word al- 
phabetization, cross-reference system, lo- 
cation of index and contributors’ list. 

Each article begins with a short and 
usually simple definition. As stated in the 
Preface, sophistication and depth of treat- 
ment are dependent upon the inherent 
characteristics of the topics; elementary 
subjects receive relatively simple treat- 
ment, and specialized subjects the com- 
plex discussions they require. While the 
initial definitions are readily grasped, the 
body of most articles requires some back- 
ground in the subject for good under- 
standing. The approach is typified by the 
very brief article Skin, with cross refer- 
ence to Integument and its quite thorough 
treatment. 

It was the publisher’s intention to pro- 
duce a “work of, not about, science and 
technology.” This policy determined the 
exclusion of biographical and _ historical 
articles, including (presumably) such re- 
lated data as lists of Nobel and other prize 
winners. Historical aspects are occasion- 
ally mentioned when pertinent to the de- 
velopment of an article, as in discovery 
of the various elements or basic physical 
and chemical principles. The Wright 
brothers are cited by name in connection 
with Gliders and Vertical Takeoff and 
Landing, but there is no detailing of their 
research and trials. The Missile article 
mentions World War 1 as the period of 
initial development, but deals with pres- 
ent knowledge and practice. And in 
Satellite, Artificial mention is made only 
that the first success came in October, 
1957; the Russians and the word “sputnik” 
do not appear. 

The breadth of coverage attempted is, 
of course, vast. Editorial limitations were

placed on the behavioral sciences, and 
pharmacy and pharmacology; only the 
preprofessional sciences of these fields are 
represented. Psychiatry is thus excluded, 
but space is devoted to physiological and 
experimental psychology, as in the six- 
page article Motivation. The skeletal, 
muscular, and nervous systems are cov- 
ered in 15 to 20 pages each, including 
embryology, morphology, histology, and 
anatomy. Many diseases are briefly de- 
scribed, such as measles, leprosy, Parkin- 
son’s disease, and psittacosis (the last 
named has no cross reference under “par- 
rot fever”). Clinical medicine, however, 
is excluded. 

As a rough measure of representation, 
4 samples of 100 consecutive articles, each 
from 4 different volumes were categorized 
in 11 arbitrary groups. Distribution by 
percentage of articles, generally uniform 
among the 4 groups, was approximately 
as follows: zoology 21, chemistry 18, tech- 
nology 16, physics 13, geology 12, botany 8, 
general biology and physiology 4, medi- 
cine 3, astronomy 2, mathematics 2, psy- 
chology 1. Every phylum, class, and order 
in the plant and animal kingdoms has its 
own article, and many of the more com- 
mon families, genera, and species also are 
assigned separate entries. This accounts 
for the high total per cent noted above in 
biological areas. The ratio between zool- 
ogy and botany is roughly equivalent to 
that between the number of divisions in 
the animal kingdom and plant kingdoms. 
The general amount on chemistry and 
technology is also impressive. Consider- 
able space, for example, is devoted to 
structural formulas for chemical com- 
pounds and derivatives. 

Bibliographies appear at the end of 
nearly 40 per cent of the articles checked 
in the tabulations above. In many in- 
stances where bibliographic references are 
lacking, cross references at the end of the 
articles lead to topics supplying pertinent 
citations. Three quarters of the citations 
refer to literature of the 1950’s, of which 
the larger proportion are from the period 
from 1953 to 1958; over 1 per cent are 
dated 1960. A sizable number are journal 
articles including a number of foreign ref- 


erences. 

Black-and-white line and half-tone il- 
lustrations are plentiful and generally 
well selected; some 9,700 are claimed by 
the publisher. An interesting feature with 
each article on a chemical element is the 
appearance of a small periodic chart 
clearly showing the position of the ele- 
ment by half-tone screening of all other 
sections of the chart. Thirty-six color 
plates of excellent quality and related to 
the adjacent text are distributed through- 
out the set. More color plates would be 
welcome; articles so enhanced are greatly 
clarified. There are, however, a number 
of other articles which would be improved 
by the addition of colored illustrations. 
While Color Television is decoratively 
provided for, Printing in Color is drably 
and less effectively explained by a black- 
and-white diagram. Maps are provided 
for articles on important land areas such 
as the continents; they also appear with 
other articles on physical geography and 
agricultural production. Sources are cited 
for nearly all maps, diagrams, illustra- 
tions, and tables. A large proportion of 
the zoological and botanical illustrations 
are taken from three or four comprehen- 
sive sources, including some nineteenth- 
century compilations. In a few instances 
at least the cuts leave something to be 
desired, although in general they are ade- 
quate for a reference set of this nature. 

In test and practical usage, the index 
volume has served to disclose specific con- 
tent reasonably well. Few errors were 
noted, the principal obstacle being that 
some simpler topics may not appear in 
the Index, although information on them 
may be incorporated in an article with a 
more technical heading. A search for 
material on freckles uncovered no entry 
in set or Index; in the article Pigmenta- 
tion some relevant data on freckles does 
appear. Similarly, a simple explanation of 
aerodynamic lift could not be located un- 
der any of the indexed entries (though 
much highly technical analysis is there) ; 
only by chance, a concise summary was 
noted in the article Wing. 

Topics of current interest and impor- 
tance abound: systems engineering, mag-

The McGraw-Hill Encyclopedia of Sci- 

ence and Technology, prepared and edited 
by competent authorities, provides a com- 
prehensive source of information in the 
natural and physical sciences and their 
technological application. The writing is 
at a level somewhat higher than the gen- 
eral encyclopedia or the single-volume 
scientific encyclopedia, but is simpler than 
works of reference intended for the spe- 
cialized practitioner. The style and con- 
tent of its articles require better than 
average knowledge of science, though a 
user need not be a specialist. It is recom- 
mended for all libraries except the very 
small public and elementary school li- 
brary, where cost and level may not be ap- 
propriate; it will be of interest in many 
special libraries and to individuals whose 
activity and interests require an encyclo- 
pedia with its breadth of coverage.
